That  was  the  theme  in  Raleigh.  North  Carolina 
February  27  and  28  during  District  6  Sports  Day 
for  the  14  chapters  in  North  and  South  Carolina 

And  what  a  weekend  it  was'  Over  400  Sig  Eps 
converged  on  the  North  Carolina  State  Univer- 
sity campus  for  a  weekend  of  fellowship  and 
competition  at  the  weekend  event  hosted  by  the 
North  Carolina  Beta  Chapter  Coleman  Rich 
Chapter  President,  also  served  as  District  Presi- 
dent and  Coordinator  for  the  Sports  Day  week- 
end 

Full  Schedule 

Friday  afternoon  brothers  from  all  over  the  two 
states  checked  into  the  District  Day  Head- 
quarters, the  Ramada  Inn,  south  of  Raleigh 
Activities  were  kicked  off  Friday  night  with  a 
mixer  which  packed  the  N  C  Beta  chapter 
house  from  8  30  to  12  30 

Saturday  morning  at  8  00.  the  coaches  for 
each  of  the  five  sports  (representing  all  the 
District  chapters)  met  at  the  N  C  State  gym  to 
cover  such  details  as  the  point  system,  rules, 
length  of  the  games,  officiating  (no  Sig  Eps 
officiated),  and  the  pairings  (which  were  figured 
out  weeks  in  advance)  Basketball  and  volleyball 
games  began  in  the  designated  sectioned-off 
areas  of  the  gym  promptly  at  8  30  a  m  The  other 
sports  included  swimming,  ping  pong,  and  bowl- 
ing All  District  6  chapters  were  on  hand  to 
compete  except  one.  North  Carolina  Theta, 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

Afternoon  Business  Meeting 

Following  the  intense  competition  of  the  morn- 
ing and  early  afternoon.  District  Governor  Carlos 
Quintero  held  a  meeting  with  the  District  officers 
and  the  chapter  presidents  from  the  District  in 
tne  Student  Center  on  campus  Also  attending 
the  meeting  from  Sig  Ep  Headquarters  were 
Chuck  White.  Executive  Vice  President  and  Bill 
Hoke,  Communications  Director  and  Editor  of 
the  JOURNAL  along  with  Richard  Panther,  visit- 
ing District  Governor  from  District  12.  Kentucky 

At  the  meeting    Distnct  President  Rich  pre- 


sented his  report  on  the  Sports  Day  events  and 
the  budget  which  totaled  more  than  $1 ,200  Each 
chapter  contributes  S2  50  per  membertofinance 
the  annual  District  weekend  Voting  to  determine 
the  site  of  each  year  s  District  Sports  Day  is  held 
at  each  Regional  Acariomy 

Saturday  evening  a  happy  hour  at  thechapter 
house  preceded  the  highlighted  dance  at  the 
Ramada  Inn.  which  featured  a  well-known  area 
band  During  the  dance,  Lisa  Jorgenson  of  the 
Wake  Forest  (N  C  Zeta)  chapter  was  presented 
a  dozen  roses  and  pronounced  District  6  Sweet- 
heart by  Carlos  Quintero 

Sports  Day  Winners 

Trophies  were  also  presented  during  the 
dance  to  winners  of  each  sports  event  The  over- 
all Sports  Day  honors  went  to  the  first  place 
chapter,  N  C  State  (N  C  Beta),  second  place 
went  to  Duke  (N  C  Gamma),  and  third  place  to 
the  brothers  from  Davidson  (N  C  Epsilon).  North 
Carolina  State  also  won  first  place  in  basketball, 
Duke  took  the  honors  m  swimming.  Wake  Forest 
chapter  took  first  place  in  ping  pong,  and  North 
Carolina  State  won  volleyball  and  bowling  Each 
first  place  finish  was  worth  five  points,  second 
place-three,  third  place-two.  and  fourth  place- 
one  in  determining  the  overall  Sports  Day  stand- 
ings (swimming,  and  ping  ping  were  worth  five, 
three  and  one  for  first,  second,  and  third  place 
finishes  respectively) 

"Publicity  Did  It" 

"It  was  the  great  job  of  publicity  that  accounted 
for  the  success  of  this  years  Sports  Day,"  said 
Quintero  "Buddy  Mills  (University  of  North  Caro- 
lina-Charlotte. North  Carolina  Nu  Chapter).  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  put  out  seven  District  newsletters 
publicizing  all  the  events,  and  I  backed  them  up 
with  several  Governor  s  Grapevine  newsletters 
Quintero  said  "Also,  with  each  visit  to  a  chapter  1 
made  sure  that  they  kept  the  weekend  of 
February  27  open  and  were  planning  to  have  as 
many  brothers,  pledges,  and  Golden  Hearts 
there  as  possible  They  did  it,  too'"

Fortunately  for  future  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
pledges,  the  34th  Grand  Chapter  in  St  Louis 
passed  very  specific  legislation  requiring  that 
each  Sig  Ep  chapter  adopt  a  resolution  of 
support  for  the  Fraternity  s  non-hazing  law 
Under  this  directive,  which  is  now  Fraternity 
legislation,  the  National  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Headquarters  staff  have  no  choice  but  to 
enforce  the  intent  of  the  legislation  and  assure 
that  every  chapter  first  has  adopted  the  resolu- 
tion and  second,  is  abiding  by  the  intent  of  the 
legislation 

It  IS  now  seven  months  past  the  Grand  Chapter 
meeting  and  still  22  chapters  have  not  signed  the 
resolution  The  National  Board  of  Directors  at  its 
winter  meeting  expressed  serious  concern  over 
this  lack  of  response  by  the  22  chapters  and 
directed  the  Headquarters  staff  to  work  with 
these  chapters  to  get  the  resolution  on  record 
Otherwise,  the  National  Board  of  Directors  will  be 
forced  to  get  involved  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Grand  Chapters  legislation 

The  National  Board  of  Directors  specifically 
directed  the  Headquarters  staff  to  work  with  the 
chapters  who  are  having  a  problem  signing  the 
resolution,  to  help  them  develop  a  pledge  pro- 
gram which  will  enable  them  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  Grand  Chapter  law   The  last  thing  the 


HANDS  OFF?  HANDS  CUFFED!! 


The  Director  of  Men's  Affairs  at  Austin 
Peay  State  University  recently  sent  fraternity 
presidents  on  his  campus  the  following  ex- 
traction from  an  article  from  another  national 
fraternity's  newsletter 

Fraternity  presidents  who  fail  to  prevent 
illegal  acts  by  members  may  find  themselves 
in  court 

An  Ohio  judge  recently  ruled  that  a  frater- 
nity president  can  be  held  responsible  for 
criminal  acts  committed  by  his  chapter 
brothers  The  decision  stems  from  a  case  in 
which  fraternity  men  discharged  illegal  fire- 
works None  of  the  offenders  could  be  identi- 
fied, but  the  chapter  president  was  convicted 
of  criminal  liability  for  the  actions  of  his 
members. 

In  light  of  this  ruling,  it  is  felt  that  the  res- 
ponsibility for  incidents  of  hazing,  possession 
of  narcotics,  or  illegal  use  of  alcohol  by  frater- 
nity men  may  also  be  attributed  to  the 
president

National  Board  wants  to  do  is  take  any  official 
action  against  chapters  regarding  this  issue 
because  the  Board  feels  that  every  chapter, 
once  It  understands  the  ramifications  of  hazing  in 
the  pledge  program,  would  eagerly  seek  alter- 
natives 

Hazing  m  fraternities  is  an  issue  of  today,  and 
will  be  an  issue  of  tomorrow  for  those  fraternity 
chapters  who  have  not  found  alternatives  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  as  a  National  Fraternity  has  many 
resources  to  assist  chapters  who  are  having 
difficulty  with  alternative  programs  And  those 
chapters  who  have  already  submitted  their 
signed  resolution  and  are  now  having  second 
thoughts  need  to  let  the  Headquarters  staff  know 
of  the  situation  so  that  assistance  can  be 
provided 

The  signing  of  a  resolution  does  not  eliminate 
problems  It  does  not  eliminate  liability  situations 
It  does  not  eliminate  what  can  happen  when  a 
future  brother  is  treated  with  less  concern  and 
dignity  than  brotherhood  requires  Only  a  com- 
mitment on  the  part  of  our  undergraduate 
brothers  to  a  constructive,  positive  pledge  pro- 
gram geared  to  demonstrating  to  the  future 
brother  the  essence  of  the  fraternity  will  do  that 

If  anyone  out  there  is  listening  and  does  not 
believe  m  what  is  being  done,  and  has  doubts 
that  the  wheels  now  in  motion  are  heading  in  a 
serious  direction,  then  he  needs  to  let  someone 
on  the  Headquarters  staff  know  so  that  the  staff 
can  assist  him  in  understanding  the  seriousness 
of  this  problem  Anyone  who  wishes  to  do  this  is 
assured  that  it  will  be  done  without  prejudice 
toward  a  particular  situation  The  response  will 
be  one  of  assistance  from  the  staff  That  is  what 
we  are  here  for

Summer  Rush  Begins  NOW!

Are  you  growing''  Good  membership  recruitment  results  are  vital  to 
your  chapter  s  health  and  wealth  Best  results  are  never  achieved, 
despite  the  quality  of  your  chapter,  without  advance  planning  and 
organization  And  Spring  is  the  time  to  organize  lor  Summer  Rush. 

The  rush  system  in  todays  fraternity  world  has  progressed  to  a  year- 
round  program  of  communication  to  the  prospective  member  Since  the 
big  push  for  rush  is  usually  in  the  Fall  or  early  Winter  of  each  year, 
summer  rush  becomes  a  vital,  intensive  search  to  make  sure  your 
chapter  will  have  adequate  rushees  and  potential  pledges  for  that 
period 


Summer  recruitment  can  be  divided  into  three  major  areas: 

1  Securing  the  maximum  number  of  names 

2  Contacting  rushees 

3  Effective  follow-up 

So  the  first  step  becomes  developing  your  rush  list  Do  not  wait  for  the 
IFC  rush  list  build  your  own'  It  will  be  much  more  accurate  and  have 
more  potential  members  on  it  for  you  A  few  possible  sources  of  names 
are  from: 

High  School  counselors,  principals, 

teachers 
High  School  yearbook,  newspapers, 
magazines  (you  may  want  to  sub- 
scribe to  these) 
University  phone  directory  (upper- 
classmen) 
University  yearbook  (upperclassmen) 
Dorm  counselors,  etc 
Rushees 
Sororities

Personal  contact  begins  the  natural  selection  process  The  most 
effective  way  of  contacting  rushees  is  by  calling  them,  making 
appointments,  and  then  visiting  them  and  their  parents  in  their 
homes.  Get  a  definite  commitment  from  the  man  if  you  want  to  talk  with 
him  again  about  Sig  Ep  Remember  you  must  make  the  first  move  and 
effort  to  become  friends  But  can  you  organize  this  summer  contact 
effectively''  Yes' 

As  names  of  prospective  rushees  are  developed,  they  should  be 
accumulated  by  the  Contact  Coordinator  into  a  3  x  5  card  filing 
system.  In  addition  to  th6  filing  system,  the  names  should  be  listed  in 
regional  classifications  so  they  can  be  distributed  to  the  Area 
Captains  who  will  in  turn  geographically  distribute  this  information  to 
brothers  in  their  area  Each  Area  Captain  would  also  be  in  charge  of 
coordinating  area  letter  writing,  telephoning,  visitation,  and  area 
3  parties. 


To  visit  the  home,  the  brothers  should  be  prepared  to  answer  basic 
questions  about  the  school  and  the  greek  system  and  should  be  equip- 
ped with  reference  literature,  such  as  an  admission  catalogue,  school 
calendar,  chapter  rush  brochure,  etc  Each  rushee  will  definitely  want  to 
know  where  you  live  and  what  your  activities  are,  so  let  him  lead  into  it 
and  then  proceed  with  your  honest  selling  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Be  sure 
to  inform  him  of  upcoming  summer  events  and  an  opportunity  to  meet 
more  of  the  brothers  Provide  him  with  a  calendar  of  events  and  any 
needed  explanation  of  upcoming  activities.  IF  POSSIBLE,  GET  A 
FUTURE  COMMITMENT. 

The  final  step  is  follow-up.  Each  visitation  should  be  recorded  as  to 
contact,  impressions,  interest  of  rushee,  and  recommendation  as  to 
future  contact  A  brief  note  to  both  the  rushee  and  his  parents  after 
the  visit--to  serve  as  a  courteous  acknowledgement  for  the  time  they 
took  to  visit--about  the  school  and  the  Greek  system  and  as  an 
invitation  to  future  activities  Schedule  an  area  alumnus  to  also 
contact  the  rushee.  Get  him  to  an  area  rush  activity  to  meet  with  more 
brothers 

Each  rushee  who  is  scheduled  for  an  upcoming  rush  function  should 
be  contacted  either  by  phone  or  letter  two  days  prior  to  the  event  to 
remind  him  of  his  commitment  Also,  make  sure  to  provide  trans- 
portation to  insure  his  attendance  tviake  sure  he  meets  all  the  brothers 
and  has  all  questions  answered 

And  finally,  get  a  commitment  to  pledge  or  (if  not  possible  because 
of  school  regulations  or  chapter  policy)  at  least  convey  to  him  your 
serious  interest

Alumni  lists gummed  labels  of  chapter  and/or  area  alumni  to  be 

used  in  mailings  for  recommendations,  newsletters, 
and  support  for  your  rush  program 

Mailing  service  Headquarters  will  mail  a  rush  brochure,  cover  letter 
from  the  Grand  President,  and/or  your  own  chap- 
ter's cover  letter  to  rushees  You  provide  the  list, 
we  do  the  rest  Costs  only  1 7C  per  man  -  not  bad  con- 
sidering 13$  first  class  postage 

Rushee  referral  Headquarters  will  mail  the  names  and  addresses  of 
freshmen  who  your  rush  chairman  cannot  contact 
because  of  the  rushees'  distant  location  We  contact 
the  rush  chairman  in  the  rushees'  locale  and 
encourage  this  rush  chairman  to  contact  rushees  on 
the  other  chapter's  behalf.

During  the  Chnstmas  holiday,  we  also  mailed  communications  surveys  to 
1 ,845  randomly-selected  undergraduate  brothers  at  their  homes  to  ask  the  same 
kinds  of  questions.  This  way,  we  were  also  getting  information  as  to  how  the 
"average  Sig  Ep "  (not  the  officers)  felt  about  the  Fraternity's  communications 
program  Ten  percent,  or  about  190  brothers,  took  the  time  to  fill  out  the 
questionnaire  card  and  mail  it  to  Headquarters.
